\\'ilke.sbarro, Oct. lU. — On receipt of 
the unuouncemeut of the 'fornuition of 
the cummi6.<!ion. President Mitchell is- 
sued the following statement: 

'•.V|)preeiating the anxiety and impa- 
tience of the i>ublic and the mine-work- 
ers for some authoritntivo stateino<ut 
from this olllco, I issue this bulletin to 
say that 1 was unalterably opposed to 
the acceptance of or ac(|uiesceiice in the 
furni of settlement proposed by the coal 
oiieiators, because it restricted tlio Presi- 
ileiit of the United States in making 
selection of the men who wore to doter- 
miiiu the iiucstioiis involved in the coal 
strike. These restrictions Iiaviiig been 
removed and representation been given 
to orgaiii/.i.'d labor as well as to organiz- 
ed capital, I am now prepared to give 
my personal approval to a .settlement' of 
the issues involved in this strike by the 
conimissiou selected by tlie President, 
aud shall recommend to tho executive 
otncers of districts 1, 7 and in their 
meeting today that an immediate call 
l>e issued for a convention, whose au- 
tlieriznlion is necessary to declare the 
strike at an end. In the meantime I 
trust that the i)eoplD of our country will 
bo as patient as possible, as we are mov- 
ing as rapidly as the interests of our 
pcnple. will permit." 

The news from AVasliiiigton early this 
morning (hat . both parties to the an- 
thracite coal strike bad reached an 
a,;,'recinent to arbitrate, was received 
throughout this entire region with tho 
greatest satisfaction. 

.\rter Mr. .Mitchell issued liis state- 
nii'iit he held a conference with the dis- 
trict [ircsideiits and secri'taries nt which 
a plan to lay the arbitration proposi^ 
lion before the full membership of tlireo 
Inwards was discussed.- This confefonA 
lasted for some time. 

The meeting of the executive boards of 
the mine workers union met today and 
as a result of their deliberations the 
following was issued: 

"To the ofllcors and members of all 
local unions iti tlio districts: Geutlciuen, 
at a iiieetiiig of the executive boards of 
districts 1 and 9 it was unanimously 
agreed to issue a call for a delegates' 
convention, and recommend to that con- 
vention tliat all mine workers now on 
strike return to their former positions 
and working places and submit to tho 
eoniniission appointed by the President 
of the United States all questions nt 
issue between the operators and minO 
workers of tho autliracite coal fields. 
In pursuance whereof you are heraby 
iiotilicd that a convention will be held 
in the city of Wilkesbarre, 'Pa., begin- 
ning at 10 a. m., Monday, October 19. 

"The purpose of the convention will 
be to act on the proiiosition submitted 
by the President of tlii^ I'liiteil States. 
Uocal unions will hold iiieetiiigs imt later 
than Friday night and name dele,gates 
to attend said (■onvonlion, 

'•The basis of representations will be 
on vote of each hundred memliers or 
li'ss. ami an additional vote for each 
additional hundred nicinb<M-s or majority 
fraction llu'rc<ir. The president and sec- 
vtary of each local nnion will till out 
on(> creileiit ial and one duiilicate cre- 
dential for each delegate elected. Tho 
iliiplic-ate credential should bo given to 
the delegate elected and the original 
should be placed in the hands of the dis- 
trict board members not later than Sat- 
urday night. The district bpard mem-^ 
bers are instruc^od to have aU creden- 
tials in the hnnds of tho credential com- 
mittee Sunday afternoon. It is recom- 
mended that delegates Ibe given full 
power and authority to act in behalf 
of their local unions. 

"The name of the hall in which tho 
convention will be held will be announc- 
ed later, Hotel accommodations are hc- 
ing arranged and will lie announced to 
ilelegatcs iiiion their arrival, llespect- 
fiilly .submitted on behalf of the execu- 
tive boar<ls of districts 1, 7 and- 0.

It is possible they will keep 
tlieiii up until tlie ipuldic is fully sap- 
plied, and the demand is not greater 
than the production. It is not delinito- 
ly known hero how long it will take the 
companies to make the supply eciual to 
the demand. The present conditions at 
the various collieries are so different 
that no close estimate can bo niade." 

'Washington, Oct. IC.--TI10 work of 
the miners' commission will be exhaus- 
tive and will take considerable time. It 
is the present desire that the inquiry bo 
verj- tliorough and that the commission 
perform the labors set before it com- 
pletely, not, only that a nnal adjust- 
uicnt of the' present troubles may bo 
made, bnt that similar troubles may be 
averted in the future. It.s first step 
will be to organize and select a chair- 



man. Who this will be of course is not 
settled, but depends on the Individual 
nieitibeia of the body. Gen. Wilson, 
formerly ohiel' of tiie engineer corps of 
tho army, however, heads the liat of 
members, and may 5e chosen as chair-

Subsequently Mr, iMcHugh 
entered an appeal and rfl? admitted to 
bail. 



London, Oct. 10.— Parlianieut was re- 
opened today without any unusual for- 
malities. Tho House proceeded imme- 
diately to the business of the day, as 
soon us the Speaker took tiie chair short- 
ly after li p. m. 

Owing to tho highly controversial char- 
acter of the Education bill, and the un- 
bending determination of each side, tKa 
session promises to be the most serious 
party struggle in tho House of Com- 
mons since the last I^iboral government 
retired from ollice. (Seven hundred and 
lifty amendments to the Education bill 
.await consideration, of which number 
"SS havo been proposed by the Liberals. 
During an exciting .scene in the House 
if Coinnioiis today, I'reiuier Balfour 
moved the auspeusion of John O'Donnell, 
nid the latter cro.ssod the lioor, stood in 
front of .Mr. Balfour, shouted defiance 
and shook his list in the Premier'a face 
Mr. O'Donnell was suspended by a vote 
of .m to 51. 

The sitting opened -with a tuiliulerit 
debate. 

Premier Balfour moved that tho re- 
mainder of the session bo entirely deV 
voted to governnient business, which, 
ho explained, would consist mainly of 
the discussiou of the Education and 
London Water bills, while the Indian 
builget, the Unganda railway boimties 
and tho supply vote would enable tho 
proceiiuro to be carried out. The 
Transvaal, he added, would also reiiuire 
attention. 

James B. 'Rice, leading the Liberals 
in the absence of Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bauuermuu, wildly protested and then 
PatrlQk- O'Brien, of tlie Irish members, 
asked that a day 'between now ana 
Christniits be devoted to the discussioa 
of allairs in Ireland. - '• 

!Mr. IJalfour replied that if the re- 
quest for such an opportunity canio 
from the Jiiberal leaders, tho -govem- 
nient would grant it; but they could not 
notice it from the Irish party. 

William O'Brien then made an Im- 
passioned speech, warning the Honso 
that Ireland was on the verge of revolt. 
The constitution, ho said, was practical- 
ly suspended, and now tho members 
wore gagged in tho only parliament they 
had. Throughout Mr. O'iBrien's .,re-' 
marks the Irish members keapt up a per- 
feet storm of applaiTse. 

When Mr. Wyndham, chief secretary 
for Ireland, entered tho House, they 
hissed bim loudly, and the Speaker, 
who was frequently on his feet, asking 
for order, sternly repressed the demon- 
stration. 

iMr. Lloyd-George, backed up by Irish 
ineaiber.s, and T. P. O'Connor increased ■ 
the excitement by bitterly upbraiding 
-Mr. Balfour for declaring that Irisli 
iiiatters must only bo discussed by fa- 
vor of the English Liberals. Only af- 
ter a lieatod colloiiuy with the ttpeaker, 
was O'Connor r^ressed from voicing 
abuse of Mr. Wyndham, and a descrip- 
tion of the alarming state of Ireland, 
which the other Nationalist memlbei-s 
had not touched on. 

During tho afternoon the Speaker's 
ruling raised renewed clamor from the 
Irish benches. 

IMembers of tho House of Lords and 
tho Speaker crowded into the House 
of Commons, in oxiioctation of a scene, 
for the threats from tlie Irish benches 
became more and niiirc demonstrative. 

TJio climax came unexpectedly. Mr. 
Ilealy, amidst intense excitement, said, 
ill icy tones: "X rise to speak as a na- 
tive of Uganda!" The House was con- 
vulsed with laughter. In a speocn, 
which on all sides was characterized as 
one of the 'finest ever Jieard in tho 
'House of 'Commons, Mr. Healy, always 
as a Ugandan, thanked the Premier for 
his consideration which enabled the Im- -' 
pcrial parliament to devote time to the" 
discussmn of native affairs. He com- 
plimented Mr. Balfour on being able to 
snlllcieiilly detach himself so as to be 
oblivious of tlie vital disturbances pre- 
vailing '•ill that distant and distrustful 
coiiiitiy, Ireland.'' In this vein, which 
inesisi.ibly held the attention of tho 
1 louse, and which caused -Mr, lialfour' 
himself fre(iiient amusement, Mr. Healy 
coiiiplc^lcd what a Unionist member de- 
liurd as one of the •'liiiest satirical in- 
dict iiUMits that had ever been inidor- 
goai'." Other Nationalist members cou- 
tiiiued the debate fiercely, declaring that 
Irisb affairs were at, present more im- 
portant to England tnan any .other ques- 
tions mentioned in Mr. Balfour's pro- 
gramme. 

William Redmond regretted that the 
Irish people could not go up -in- arms 
and strike a blow against the tyranny 
with which they were subjected. 

The present action of the government, 
he declared, afforded a reason why the,. 
Irish members would take the first op- 
nortunity of hurliug the ministers from 
ollice. ■ ' ■ 

Ultimately iMr. Balfour moved the' 
closure. and tiie uproar broke out again, , 
but with renewed force. ' . ' 

;Mr. O'Donnell stood up and his fello'w- 
Natioualists shouted enconragenient and 
cheered vigorously. The speaker re- 
peatedly warned Mr. O'Donnell that ho 
was out of order, and an exciting scene . 
followed. 

(Mr. Balfour moved tho suspension of 
Mr. O'Donnell, and the latter crossed 
the lloor and stood in front of tho Pre- 
.niier, shouting detianco, and shook his 
list in tho I'remier's face. The House 
suspended Mr. O'Donnell by a vote of 
.-ill to 01, 

.Mr. Balfour smiled quietly as the 
Irish member shouted and gesticulated, 
und other members of the cabinet, fear- 
ing that Mr. O'lQonnell , would; tfgtually ^'^ 
assault the Premier, moved to wards iJiii); 
him, but Mr, O'Donnell having con-,;f'.fl 
eluded what he had to say, returned, tpl'i' I 
his si'at, and then loft the House. 

'I'revious to tho action of tho Home "■ 
in suspending IMr. O'Donnell, tho 
S|-.eaker mado tho usu.al formal request 
that tho offending member withdraw, 
which drew forth derisive cries of "Uail 
the police!" "MusEer the Horso 
(jiiards!" etc. 

Tho debate was then closed by a voto 
of 2G3 to 148.

The (Boxer troubles in SzecluuiB 
cording to reliable authorities, aro with- 
out doubt the beginning of another anti- 
foreign movement In China. -ivhii4i 
threatens serious results. The North 
IChina Daily iMail says, tinilor recent 
date: The tact tliat anneil Boxers 
ihave actually entered the capital of 
-Szechuan, is very serious. To dare to 
enter the city at all, tlioy miust bo iu 
strong force outside, and must liave con- 
fcideruble contempt for the Ticeroy's sol- 
diers, as well as a firm belief Iu their 
own invulnerability. It is jiossi'ble that 
the men who have <'ntered iMiengtu are 
merely a handful of fanatics, ^vlu) have 
!lieen invited) by synipalhizers 'in the 
city, or they may be tue advaiiceil f,'iiaril 
of a real robellion with which the new 
viceroy will have much trouhle iu cop- 
ing.

Carrick, who is chief engineer ol the 
dJogota, as the old Cutch is now called. 
Is ;i brother-iu-law of Mr. 0. McNill'e, 
of the Savoy. Carriek was . formerly 
chief ongiueer of tho Pacific Coast 
steamer Umatilla. The iBogotii is about 
due to niret the insurgent warship, which 
olllcers of the Pacific mail steamers say 
will give the old Cutch a hard light. 
Tho steamer Acupnlco of the Paciiic 
iMail S. S. Co., which arrived at San 
Francisco a few days ago, from South 
America, iiassed the Colombian iusur- 
geiit gunboat Padilia off Puuta Arenas, 
where she was waiting for the goven^- 
meiit warship Pons. Tim Poas was for- 
merly the i'acitic Steam Navigation com- 
pany's Casiiiir. She is an elderly coast- 
er of some l.'iOO tons, aud was piir- 
chiised a few weeks ago by the CoUnn- 
, biaii govciriinieut. >Sho was outlitted at 
-Vcapulco when tho steamship Acapulco 
was ut tlmt.port and the news that 
the I'adilla was on the watch for her 
I was received with perturbation by the 
1 olllcers of the Poas.
